Started by National Security
League Through Committee

Headed by Walter Camp.

Impressed by tho ?act that Ii9 per
cent, of the young incn called to the
colors In the draft lire being rejected
for physical disability, tho National Se-

curity League has started a nation-
wide movement to promote tho phys-
ical welfare 'of the youth of tho land
through the organization by communi-
ties of branches of ft Committee on
Physical Itoscrvc. of which Walter
Camp, veteran trainer of athletes, Is
chairman. In answer to n letter fent
by tho leagtio to the mayors of all the
cities In tho country of over 5,000, pop-
ulation asking them to nppolnt com-

mit tees to with Mr. Camp,
1!00 committees in 30 states have al-

ready been appointed to carry out tlm
Idea. Associated with Mr. Camp on
the Committee on Physical Itcscrve
are William 0. Anderson, member of
the Advisory Committee of Yale Uni-

versity Gymnasium, and Joseph E.
Ilnycroft, member of the War and
Navy Departments Commission on
Training Camp Activities.

"Economic Disaster."
In discussing this now effort of the

Security League, S. Stanwood Menken,
president of the league, said:

"The National Security League has
taken up this work because the coun-
try cannot afford without serious eco-
nomic disaster to lose the benefit of
the service of nearly one-thir- d of the
men who are drafted for military duty
because of phynlcal unfitness and
whose places must bo taken by those
who have dependents. The drnft fig-

ures show that U9 per cent, of the
men are physically unfit. The work Is
necessary, as, with the strain upon
American brain, it Is essential that
public attention be focusscd upon the
need of paying also due regard to
physical safety. The efficiency of the
human engine nnd the ability of the
man-powe- r of the nnllon to withstand
nttrltlon, and tho extra work that the
men who are doing things have to
bear nt present, makes It Important
that these men hhould recognize the
part that physical exercise plays In
their ability to bear their full load of
work.

Llie Wcrth $11,000.
"Furthermore, with the difficulty In

supplying a full quota of labor for In-

dustries, It Is Iiece&sary that the man-
power of tho nation should be in-

creased by the maximum measure of
physical strength. Every Individual
lias a direct interest in seeing that this
result is brought about. As an eco-

nomic matter, each life Is estimated to
be worth to the nation $11,000 and we
cannot afford to waste any part of
this most valuable national asset. As
a human matter wo cannot as a Chris-
tian people, supposedly representing
tho highest intelligence and civiliza-
tion, allow our people to neglect the
simple things which would save them
If fully understood.

WHAT GERMAN VICTORY WOULD
MEAN.

(Contributed by AltTIIUIt TKAIN
to the National Security League's cam-
paign of Patriotism Through Educa-
tion.)

A Germnn victory or nn Inconclu-
sive peace would mean the ultimate
realization of the Germnn Idea that
Germany for the good of the world
must rule the world. This has been
taught In her universities as philoso-
phy and In her pulpits as religion.
Tho German nation unquestlonlngly
accepts it and Intends to force the rest
of the world to accept It. This they
call "Kultur," which they clnlm is
"above morality, reason and science."1
''Kultur teaches that there Is only

one sort of right that of the stronger.1
It argues with specious profundity
that In the relations of nntlons with
one another (here can be no such thing
as truth or honor. Frederick the Great
taught that the Germans must make it
their "study to deceive others in or-

der to. get the better of them."' Fred-
erick William IV. 70 yenrs ago said
that all written constitutions were
only "scraps of paper,"4 and

In 1014 referred to The
Hague convention In the Identical
words. The "scrap of paper" Idea is
an old one in German diplomacy.

The Gerinnns believe themselves to
be a nation of supermen and the Knls-e- r

the war partner not of the God of
humanity, but the "guter alter Gott"
of the Pagan North the War God
who revels In the shrieks of women
and (he torture of children, In blood-
shed and cruelty. "I am his sword,
his agent I" declares William Ilohen-zoller- n.

"Let all tho enemies of the
German people perish ! God demnnds
their destruction God, who by my
mouth bids you do his will!"6

To accomplish this "divine" will the
Germnn nillltnry authorities believe
that any means are Justifiable the
mowing down of crowds of helpless
clvlllnns with mnchlno guns, the cut-
ting olf of the breasts of women, the
battering In of the skulls of tho
wounded with rifle butts. "15e as ter-rlbl- o

ns Attlllu's Huns 1 ordered the
Kaiser.'" "It Is better to let a hun-
dred women belonging to the enemy
die of hunger than to let a single Ger-
man soldier suffer.'" "All prisoners
nre to be put to death," ordered Gen-

eral Stengcr In Belgium. Writes ti
Unvarlnn private: "During the bnttle
of lUulonwlllcr I did away with four
women and seven young girls In five
minutes. Tho captain hnd told mo to
shoot these French sows, but I pre-
ferred to run my bayonet through
them."'

This is the concrete result of what
the Germans call "Tho Itellgloii of
Valor" and "The Gospel of Hate."
Says one of their spokesmen: "Must
Kultur build Its cathedrals on hills of
corpses, seas of tears and the death
rattle of tho vanquished Yes, It
must.""1

If Germany wins tho war tho Unit-
ed Stntes will either bo paying tribute
to the Kulser or Gmiinn soldiers will
bo bnyonottlng American girls and wo-
men In Jersey City rather than tako
the trouble to shoot them.

If Germany wins all our Ideals of
truth, justlcV and humanity which
wo call Christian will be trodden
down Into bloody mire under tho iron
heel of tho Kaiser's armies, and tho
coming generation will be taught that
there Is no God but the merciless God
of Uattle, who speaks through Ger-
many's treacherous tongue and by her
brutal sword.

Why does America fight Germnny?

Our Ideals are threatened with de-

struction, rnd wo must fight to main- -

tain them. Wo
fsmsm,nm,'mmLM tnQ fighting for

the fundamental
thoughts, the
d r o a m s, tho
Ideals, th j aspira-
tions, which to-

day are seething
In the vast poly-- g

1 o t community
which we call the
United States of
America. That Is
what we are fight-
ing for, we Amer-
icans, whether of
English blood, of
French or Italian

Dr. n. M. McElroy or It u s s 1 a n or
Spanish blood.

What have we In common to cause
us to rise nt the call of a common Im-

pulse and prepare to die for a common
cause? It would bo easy to formulate
tho characteristic dreams of the Rus-
sian, the Itnllan, the Bclglnn, the
Scotch, the Irish or tho Portuguese. It
would be possible to catch the gleam of
Idealism which has given to the French
the glorious title of the "Hero Nation."
But none of these would suffice. We
must take a cross section of nil of
them, nnd a dozen more, to formulate
tho Ideals which course In common
through them all after they have been
united Into what we call America. For
It Is common Ideals which have trans-
formed the men nnd women of all these
races and kindreds and tongues Into
our nation, which stands todny facing
the grim fact of war, a war to which
no man daro call them in the name of
race, or language, or previous allegl-unc- c.

World Citizenship.
The President bus placed our inter-

vention in this war upon a plane of
Idealism to which every citizen, of
whatever race, may rally without los-
ing hold upon the best traditions of
tho land from which ids forefathers
have come. It . not the call of a nar-
row nationalism, but the call of world
citizenship.

Our entrance into this wnr Is no con-

cession to the accursed gospel of force
and fraud. We wish nothing for our-
selves, but have resolved (to quote tho
oft quoted words of our President)
that "the world must bo made safe for
democracy and its peace planned
upon the trusted basis of political lib-

erty." We scorn the Idea that "might
is right," but wo nre willing to tnke
our part In policing the world njrnlnst
the madm " who act upon thr.t doc-

trine.
"How High Your Ideals7"

History will not nsk us or any other
nation, "How big was your army?" but
"How high were your Ideals?" Not
"How vast your navy?" but "What was
your devotion. to duty?" Not "How
quickly could you mobilize?" but
"What thought have you contributed
toward the betterment of mankind?"
To those questions Germany cnn nn-swe- r,

"I contributed to the world the
Idea of representatlon.'for, as Montes-
quieu tells usj tho representative idea
was "born In the forests of Germany."
She will have to confess, however, that
sho cast It out, a naked infant, in or-

der to make room for the throne of
the great, black Idol, military power,
and todny America and her allies are
marching in resistless columns, carry-
ing that foundling back to Its home.
